Referee sentenced 
for sexual acts! 


A well known soccer referee who sexually interfered with a girl 
for more than six years has been sentenced in Newcastle District 
Court to three years jail. 


The court was told that the man, Kevin John Reeves, was judged as 
the national Soccer League referee of the Year in 1989, and had been 
captain in a volunteer bush fire brigade. 

He was known in NSL circles as Jim Reeves. 

He also refereed the 1989 NSL Grand Final between Sydney Olympic 
and Marconi. 

Judge Freeman said that while Reeves was presenting an admirable 
public facade he was engaging in repeated and grossly criminal acts of 
sexual gratification with the girl. 

Reeves, 51, labourer , of Norman St, Waratah West, pleaded guilty to 
five charges of having indecently assaulted the girl between December 
1, 1983, and March 31, 1988, when she was aged between eight and 13. 

He also pleaded guilty to eight charges of having had sexual inter- 
course with the girl between June 8, 1986, and about September 28 last 
year, when she was aged between 11 and 15. 

Judge Freeman fixed an additional nine-month parole period.

THE new NSL season is hardly underway 
and we’ve already had a great deal of 
dissention from players and clubs over 
"some decisions handed down by the Le- 


ague’s tribunal. 


The prime examples were the $50,000 
local transfer fee placed on Socceroo 
Ned Zelic and the extra one-match su- 
spension handed out to Marconi’s David 
Seal following his send-off against Wol- 


longong City. 


In fact, to say that the present climate 
between the players and clubs on one 
hand, and the NSL tribunal on the other, 
is anything but friendly, would be the 
understatement of the year. 

Indeed, looking at soccer tribunals in 
general, leaves one very cold. 

For when it comes to punishing the 


guilty, these organisations seem to be a 
law unto themselves. 

Most of the time, when players face 
tribunals, they are reduced to the status 
of soldiers facing a court martial or na- 
ughty schoolboys dragged up in front of 
the headmaster. 

And at times, these tribunals look and 
act like something out of the stone age. 

Imagine if the same sort of treatment 
was handed out to factory workers in 
this present day. 

There would be endless strikes and 
walkouts, and the ‘go-slow’ treatment 
would be adopted. 

As for the players, well, they have to 
act as if they are under martial law. 

And, after an appeal, they have no ar- 
gument or right to challenge left open to

them. 

it really is a bit much. 

The duty of the tribunal is no easy task 
and it’s an essential part of the game. 

However, the members of a tribunal 
must at all times realise that without 
players and clubs there would be no 
soccer. 

And there is no room in the game these 
days for administrators who sometimes 
come across as posturing martinets or 
stubborn tyrants. 

From the players’part, the quicker they 
organise themselves into an associati- 
on which will stand up for their rights in 
such situations, the quicker this contro- 
versy will be eliminated.

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Decision on the way!

The composition of 
the NSW Soccer 
League would be 
known “within a 
week or a fortnight”, 
the general manager 
of the NSW Soccer 
Federation, Peter 
Thorne, says. 

And Canberra Metro 
is a leading candidate for 
inclusion in the new 12- 
team Super League, 
“providing it can give us 
one important assur- 
ance”. 

Metros will be asked to 
undertake, there will be 
no repeat of last season’s 
incident when they re- 
fused to play a match 


against Avala. 

Many Metros suppor- 
ters have ties with 
Croatia, while Avala is 
mainly backed by the 
Sydney Serbian com- 
munity, Events in the 
civil war in Yugoslavia 
resulted in the Canberra 
club cancelling in August 
a scheduled league game 
with its opponent at 
Deakin Oval. 

Earlier, a cup match 
between the two clubs 
had been played in Syd- 
ney behind closed doors. 

Thorne said if that 
undertaking was forth- 
coming, “I can see no 
reason why the federa- 
tion board should con- 
sider the exclusion of 
Canberra from the 
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League.” 


The ACTSF already 
has given its endorse- 
ment of the Metros’ con- 
tinuing membership. 

Strict criteria had been 
laid down for member- 
ship of the Super 
League, and while the 
NSWSF was prepared to 
accept clubs on their 
word the criteria would 
be met, “if they let us 
down in 1992, they need 
not expect to be around 
in 1993”. 

“And this does not 
just mean such things as 
having adequate home 
grounds,” Thorne said. 
“We will be looking at 
schools development 
programs as a priority — 
if the clubs are going to 


sell the game to the pub- 
lic then we have to start 
by convincing the kids.” 

When the league com- 
position was decided — 
“and we have more 
applications than the 12 
available places” — the 
federation would move 
swiftly to put out a draft 
fixture list with the aim of 
printing cards by the end 
of the month. 

“The federation be- 
lieves supporters should 
be given every opportun- 
ity to plan their activities 
in conjunction with what 
their favourite team is 
doing,” he said. 

Other projects, such 
as publication of a week- 
ly magazine, were well in 
hand. 


Big money is coming

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the fact of the matter is 
that there is little if any 
dividend whatsoever 
for the clubs in the fair- 
ness of the present 
system. 

“The overwhelming 
majority of the clubs 
want the proposed pri- 
zemoney switched 
around. 

“On this basis 
$30,000 would go to the 
Grand Final winner, 
and $10,000 to the Mi- 
nor Premier. 

“With the change 
would come the oppor- 
tunity for increased 
promotion of the ga- 
mes, leading to the 
strong possibility of 
much better gate inco- 
mes for all the Final 
Five clubs. 

“This would give tan- 
gible recognition of 


their enterprise over 
the season.” 

Mr Srbinovski poin- 
ted to the huge increase 
in gate receipts by the 
National Soccer Lea- 
gue clubs since they 
adopted the scheme. 

“As it stands we dow- 
ngrade the NSW Final 
Five matches by limi- 
ting prizemoney. 

“The clubs then re- 
spond by shedding their 
NSL players for the 
series. 

“Better qualify foot- 
ball and the inbuilt exci- 
tement of the Grand Fi- 
nal series matches can 
be expected to bring in 
the crowds. 

“The Grand final sy- 
stem is part of the Aus- 
tralian way of life, and 
soccer is no exception 
to its influence.” 


Mark out to win 


GOALKEEPER Mark Bosnich, the Manchester 
United throw-away, faces his biggest fight to 
win the key custodian role with the Australian 
Olympic Games soccer team: 

The Australian squad are in Fiji to play Papua New 
Guinea, New Zealand and Fiji in its second round 
Oceania qualifying matches for the Barcelona 
Games. 

Bosnich was one of three Australian players chosen 
in the world’s top 20 after the World Youth champion- 
ship finals in Portugal last June. 

Australia finished fourth and Bosnich and striker 
David Seal _jast week got awards for their out- 
standing roles in the championships. 

But he has to overcome the awesome consistency of 
former St George and now Wollongong City keeper 


John Filan who kept the Australian line clear during 
the first round Games matches in Melbourne last 
May. 


“I’ve been away during the last few years and it’s 
only fair for John to have been selected,” said 
Bosnich. 


“Anything I do will be to win and I'm happy with my 
form with Sydney Croatia in the National League 
since my return from England.” 

Bosnich had played for famous English club Man- 
chester United for nearly two seasons on a student visa 
and was ordered to leave Britain because he didn’t 


Brondby. 

However, the teenager decided to return home and 
play the Australian competition in an effort to win a 
place in the Olympic and Socceroo sides. 

“Im looking forward to being back in the national 
set-up and this squad is closer to my training and 
playing in England,” he said. 

“A player can get respect for his performances in 
club games but international acclaim can only be 
earned playing for Australia. 

“I was in England when we played the home mat- 
ches but on our performances, I'm confident we'll win 
this Oceania section.”

APIA-Leichhardt 
and Sydney Croatia 
fought out a 0-0 
draw at Leichhardt 
Oval on Sunday 
evening in what 
was a drab contest. 

The game was a fairly 
scrappy affair domina- 
ted by a missed penalty 
by Croatian captain 
Tony Krslovic in the 
85th minute. 

Apia coach Manfred 
Schaefer was irate at 
the end of the game. 

In essence Schaefer 
felt that Sydney Croatia 
had played a very nega- 
tive and dirty game. 

“That is the worst 
style I've ever seen, I 
was absolutely dis- 
gusted with that sort of 
game. They weren't 
going out there to win 
just to kick, kick, 
kick,.“” said Scha- 
efer. 

Schaefer continued 
in this vein, “why 
would you take a creati- 
ve player like Ricoy 
(Pedro) who is a left si- 
ded player and put him 
on the right flank to 
mark our defender. 

“Not only that but 
he plays Krslovic in the 
midfield. The only 
place Tony can play is 


up front, he is a goal- 
scorer.” 

Schaefer certainly se- 
emed to have a point for 
Croatia’s most dange- 
rous player, zippy win- 
ger Jose Iriarte was sub- 
stituted in the dying 
moments of the game 
apparently to protect a 
draw. 


The reason for this 
change was unclear as 
Iriarte had been con- 
stantly troubling the 
Apia defence all day.

MELB CROATIA 1 
THERE was a tangi- 
ble sense of relief in 
the Melbourne Cro- 
atia change-rooms 
on Sunday evening 
following the Victo-

For the first time this

But if Bleiberg’s 
humble achievements 
have been forgotten, he 
obviously has not been. 

He’s that sort of a 
bloke. 

“It was a very warm 
welcome back to my old 
home”, says Bleiberg, 
obviously in a curiously 
reflective mood. 

“Tt was very flatte- 
ting for both the team 
and I to be applauded. 

“T had a good time at 
Melbourne Croatia and 
it is nice to know that 
the fans-and I still re- 
member each other 
fondly”. 

The now resident 


Queenslander, who has ~ 


the propensity to agi- 
tate as much as motiva- 
te, is the journalist’s 
dream. 

With the cocky self- 
confidence of a Don 
King or Ron Casey, 
Bleiberg calls the shots. 
as he sees them, using 
his often tongue-in- 
cheek remarks as a pro- 
motional tool, a fact 
probably not lost on a 
fledgling Brisbane hie 


rachy desperate to 
make inroads in the to- 
ugh Queensland spor- 
ting market. 

If Bleiberg’s sharp 
wit and even sharper 
tongue can’t win over 
the Banana-benders, 
the game is in desperate 
trouble up north.

If the success of Bris- 
bane hinges on his per- 
formance, he doesn’t 
dwell on it. 

His life with his fami- 
ly in Queensland is, he 
says, quite wonderful 
and the comfort of his 
surrounds obviously sits 
well with him. 

But he is a passionate 
believer in the Brisbane 
NSL expansion. 

“If soccer wants to 
succeed on a truly natio- 
nal basis the success of 
Queensland is a 
must”, he told ABSW.

Price increases — for 
any goods and services, 
always run a risk that 
demand might drop off 
in the short term.

Zacharie Noah, father 
of the French tennis 
star. In 1967 Dugaugu- 
ez succeeded Just Fon- 
taine as national mana- 
ger. He was succeeded 
in March 1969 by Geor- 
ges Boulogne. Dugau- 
guez returned home to 
coach Sedan until his 
retirement in 1974. 
@ JOE HULME, one of 
English football’s all- 
time greats, died on 
September 26 in a 
North London nursing 
home, aged 87. Hulme 
was outside right for the 
great Arsenal team of 
the 1930s. He played 
nine times for England 
and was the first player 
to appear in five Wem- 
bley FA Cup Finals — 
four with Arsenal (twi- 
ce as a winner) and one 
with Huddersfield. Af- 
ter the war Hulme ma- 
naged Tottenham from 
1945 to 1949, laying the 
foundations for Arthur 
Rowe’s famous “‘push- 
and-run”’ team. He la- 
ter turned to sports jo- 
urnalism with The 
People. 

@ JEAN SADOUL, 
president of the French 
league for nearly 25 
years, died in Paris aged 
79. In recent months 
Sadoul had come under 
heavy criticism for the 
league and federation’s 
failure to’ keep a tighter 
grip on clubs and allow 
the likes of Bordeaux, 
Nice and Brest to fall so 
heavily into debt. 


HANS ESKILSSON. .. fit again. 


SWEDISH striker Hans Eskilsson is 
playing football again after a year’s enfor- 
ced absence. 

Enforced not by broken leg, strained ligament or 
damaged cartilage, but by a contractual dispute 
with his erstwhile employers, Portugal's Sporting 
Lisbon. 

After a special ruling by FIFA Eskilsson, 25, is 
now kicking a ball in earnest again — and back in 
Portugal, with Boavista. 

Eskilsson was a part-timer with Hammarby in 
Stockholm when he made his name in the spring of 
1988. 

Playing for Sweden in the final of a four-nation 
tournament in Berlin, he scored one of the two 
goals that beat the Soviet Union. 

A number of clubs showed an interest — he 
signed a contract which gave Bologna first option 
— before Sporting came up with an offer too 
attractive to refuse. 


Dropped 

He says: “I moved to Portugal in August 1988. 
But during the first three months I was away more 
than I was there, because of international matches 
and then the Olympic Games. So when I finally got 
back I had to start on the bench. 

“Then I got into the team, got dropped and then 
got a thigh injury, so I was out for another three 
months.” 

At the end of that first season the club had more 
foreign players than it knew what to do with, and 
Eskilsson found himself surplus to requirements 
and out on loan to Sporting Braga. 

He says: “I enjoyed it there, but as far as the 
football went we were very defensive — the point 
that we sometimes played away games with no 
forwards, or at the most one, shows that and I was 
used to playing with at least two. 

“So it was difficult on the pitch, but I really 
enjoyed it at the club and in the town. 

There was a big interest in football and always 
lots of people at the games.” Eskilsson played his 
last game for Braga in May 1990. 


Returned 


He returned to Sporting Lisbon to find he was 

still surplus to requirements. 

Not only that, the club were in the throes of a 

financial crisis and refused to pay him, despite his 

five-year contract. 

“They just refused to fulfil the contract. I didn’t 

get my salary, I didn’t have anywhere to live, I 

wasn't allowed to train with the team, they took my 

car back. In the end I was forced to go back to 

Sweden — I had nothing in Portugal.” 

Eskilsson returned home in August last year. 

It then took months to persuade Sporting Lisbon 

to come to some kind of agreement over the money 

he claimed they owed. 

It was not until the beginning of April that he 

finally played a competitive match again, at the 

SUES — DERE TSE FE = " | beginning of the Swedish season for AIK of Stoc- 
witzerland’s Knup (left) and Scotland’s Boyd. kholm on a amateur basis.
